Visalia Run §Wild—She Wants a

VISALIA, Jan. 10.—An enthusiastic 
meeting of prominent citizens of Visa- 
lia was held this afternoon, te tuke 
steps toward inducing the Atlantic and 
Pacific road to pass through Visalia. 
There was a large attendance. Several 
speeches, indicating readiness to ex- 
tend substantial encourdgement, were 
made. A committee was appointed to 
prepare a prospectus, to be forwarded 
to the railroad authorities. The sense. 
of the meeting was expressed by a res- 
olution that Visalia will guarantee right 
of way through tht city and vicinity; 
also depot sites. The meeting ad- 
journed till Saturday, the 14th inst., to 
hear the report of the committee. The 
whole county is aroused.

ILLINOIS HAS IT BAD. 


SPRINGFIELD, Jan. 10.--The State 
Board of Health has reports of small- 
pox at sixty-one points in the State, 
although the discase is under pretty 

control at most of these places. 
t appears to be os through 
counties along the Mississippi river, 
from Dubuque down, twelve out of the 
eighteen Mississippi river counties hav- 
ing reported cases. Steamboat officers 
will be at once requested to enforce 
vaccination upon all their hands. 


EL PASO SERENE, 


Eu Paso, Tex., Jan. 10.—The doctors 
all certify that there are but two cases 
of smallpox here. These have been 
removed out of the city, and are doing 
well. They consider the city perfectly 
healthy. There are no cases in Paso 
del Norte, Mexico. The report was 
started by malicious parties in this 
city. No excitement here. 


An Arizona Failure. 

Tucson, A. T. Jan. 10.—Buckalew & 
Ochad have made an assignment for 
the benefit of their creditors. The firm 
have been carrying on a mercantile 
business in Florence, Silver King and 
Casa Granda, and, until quite recently, 
have also had a mercantile house at 
Globe. . Their liabilities are about $60,- 
000. San Francisco creditors will be 
the heaviest losers; probably about 
$5,000 is owed to Los Angeles mer- 
chants. L. Zeckendorf & Co. are the 
heaviest losers here. Their loss is 
about $14,000, partly secured. It is 
thought they will pay about fifty cents 
on the dollar. The failure caused some 
surprise here, as the firm was generally 
believed to be solid for much more than 
the amount of liabilities.

Satt LAKE, Jan. 10.—The Mormon 
Legislature met to-day, consisting of 
twenty-seven polygamists, all Mor- 
mons. The Governor’s message recom- 
mended the separation of Church and 
State, the abolishment of polygamy 
and the right of dower for wives. 


THE NEW TEMPLE. 


Yesterday John Taylor dedicated the 
new Winter Temple, and said in his 
sermon, if the Government lifts its 
hands against them, the Lord will 
destroy the Government, and that the 
Church asks no odds of heaven or 
hell—hell meaning the Government.

FROM OVER THE SEA. 


Land League Hants the Last Form 
of Lawlessness in Ireland, 


[Associated Press Dispatches.) 

Lonpbon, Jan. 10.—Special dispatches 
from points in Ireland show a great 
development of the latest forms of law- 
lessness, named Land League hunts. 
A number were organized yesterday. 
In rare cases, where the authorities had 
not had time to interfere, quantities of 
game were destroyed and the pre- 
serves damaged. In other instances 
the hunts were 1 by sending 
large bodies of troops to the places 
menaced. This was particularly the 
case in County Cork. This necessity 
for moving troops and thus weakening 
the hands of the authorities, is consid- 
ered a most serious consequence of the 
movement. 

STRONGER STEI’s. 


The Daily News considers that the 
cloture will become a necessity. It 
says: The state of affairs in Ireland 
will also probably occupy the atten- 
tion of the Ministers. It is well 
known that stronger steps than those 
already taken have recommended 
themselves to some members of the 
Government who are more immediately 
responsible for the peace of the coun- 
try. 


A CONVICTION. 


At the Cork Assizes yesterday a con- 
viction was obtained against ten per- 
sons for assaulting a bailiff. 
PUBLIC OPINION. 


Neither the Irish landlords’ meeting 
to demand compensation, nor the Bir- 
mingham demonstration, where Bright 
and Chamberlain spoke at length, have 
so much influence on public opinion as 
Lord Derby’s remarkably cool and able 
speech. The indications for the possi- 
ble adoption for landlord compensation 
of the demand of the landlords them- 
selves id recognized as a damaging 
blow. Political cynics contemplate with 
complacency Mr. Chamberlain defend- 
ing the same policy of coercion which 
he once threatehed ¢o resign rather 
than adopt.

GUITEAU. 


He is Satisfied With Judge Cox's Ex- 
position of the Law. 


WasuineTon, Jan. 10.—Judge Cox 
concluded his decision at 12 M., having 
consumed an hour and forty minutes 
with rapid speaking upon every mate- 
rial point. His rulings were decidedly 
against the prayers of the defence. 
The only grain of comfort for the pris- 
oner was offered when Judge Cox 
reached the question of reasonable 
doubt. Upon this subject he said: “I 
shall not charge the jury to 
acquit if they find reasonable doubt as 
to any one clement, but I shall take 
into consideration and charge them rel- 
ative to the elements, and that if from 
all circumstances and evidence they 
have a reasonable doubt of the com- 
mission of crime by defendant as 
charged, then they shall acquit.” As 
Judge Cox finished speaking Guiteau 


with that exposition of law.” 

After w-consultation between counsel 
the court adjourned until Thursday 
morning, when Davidge will make his 
opening argument to the jury for the 
prosecuuion. 

THE PRISONER INTERESTED. 


When Guiteau came into court, as 
he ‘passed his brother he whispered to 
him: ‘Come over to the dock, I want 
to see you about something of great 
importance,“ Taking his seat the 
prisoner laid down a large bundle of 
papers and spreading out the manu- 
script busied himself in looking over 
it. Judge Porter began his argument 
shortly after 10 o'clock and at once 
fixed the attention of everyone in the 
room. Guiteau pretended to be en- 

rossed in his manuscript, but soon 
faid it aside and listened with wrapt 
attention.

WASHINGTON. 


Senator Bayard Arraigns Lobbyism 
—Will Experiment. . 
The Sam Francisco Harbor Defences to be 


Looked After—The Letting of the 
Mall Routes.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Senator 
Bayard, from the Finance Committee, 
reported Merriam’s Tariff Commission 
Bill favorably, and the Garland Bill 
adversely. Bayard made an argument, 
stating his views on the tariff. He ar- 
raigned al] Congressional lobbyism 
like the Credit Mobilier. The House 
had delayed action on the Tariff and 
Protection bills, they being fostered 
by questionable means. He was will- 
ing to try the experiment of an honest, 
practical commission. Beck addressed 
the Senate. 

CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 

The Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations to-day referred various bills 
for the restriction of Chinese immigra- 
tion to a sub-committee, consisting of 
Senators Miller, of California, Ed- 


munds, Pendleton, and Hill of 

Georgia.

A Washington correspondent of the 
Express says: Gen. Burbridge proposes 
to crowd Blackburn into an uncomfeit- 
able corner, and will not permit the 
matter to rest as it is.

NOW IS TIE TIME, 


The President sent a message to the 
House on the letting of mail routes, 
suggesting, as there would necessarily 
be considerable delay before the con- 
tracts could be awarded, if any change 
in the law is considered desirable it 
might be made immediately applicable 
and take effect before the letting took 
place, and further instructing the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs to enquire 
whether the mail treaty ought to be 
terminated. Jones introduced a joint 
resolution to terminate the treaty. 


HARBOR DEFENCES. 


In the Senate to-day Miller, of Cali- 
fornia, presented a memorial from the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
for an appropriation for harbor de- 
fences at the entrance to the Bay of 
San Francisco.

HOUSE. 


Whitthorne to-day introduced a bill 
for a reciprocity treaty with Mexico. 
Thomas of Illinois, introduced a bill 
proposing an amendment to the Con- 
stitution prohibiting polygamy.

Logan introduced a bill to give all 
the proceeds of the international rev- 
enue tax on spirits to the educational | 
fund, to be distributed amongst the 
States.

HOW TO PROMOTE IMMIGRATION. 

B. B. Redding, in the January Cali- 
fornian, has an article on “Immigra- 
tion, and howto promote it,” which 
ought to be extensively read. He 
lieves in an Immigration Bureau, but 
thinks it has certain practical duties 
which must be performed. ‘These du- 
ties are: 

Ist. To obtain the information where, 
in this State, may be found land of the 
Government, of average quality, that 
is subject to pre-emption and*home- 
stead. 

2d. To have this information put 
upon maps, and kept in charge of an 
intelligent clerk who has sufficient 
knowledge of the state, its climate, and 
productiona, to enable him to explain 
to an immigrant how it may be found 
and examined; and generally the pro- 
ductions, climate, rainfall, and market 
facilities of each particular region. 

3d. The publication and distribu- 
tion ef a pamphlet; giving the obtain 
able statistics of the productions of 
the state, and its exports; the charac- 
ter of the country, its peculiarities of 
climate, its rivers and railroad system, 
its common school system, and gen- 
erally such other facts as would give a 
stranger a correct view of California 
and its people. This publication should 
also state that there remained of pub- 
lic lands, on the day of the publication 
of the pamphlet, as many millions of 
acres as may be found; that these lands 
are unappropriated, and are subject to 
2 and homestead, in tracts 
of one hundred and sixty acres, by any 
immigrant who desires them. 

If these things were done, in a very 
short time the 1 of immigration 
would be solved. We need but show 
the members of the desirable classes of 
the East and Europe where they can 
obtain fair lands at Government prices, 
or rey without cost, and they 
1 find the way to come and take 

em.

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BUG BOOM. 


Matthew Cooke Stirs Them Up on the Subject— 
A Treatise on Bugs by Alexander Craw 
—Committees Appointed. 


of the Fruit 
esterday. 


An interesting meeting was held yes- 
terday afternoon at Union Hall by the 
fruit growers of Los Angeles county. 
The meeting was called together by 
Alex. Craw, President of the Horticul- 
tural Commission of this county. He 
stated that the meeting had been called 
for the purpose of discussing the best 
means of getting rid of the insect pests. 

Wm. Workman was elected President 
pro tem. and H. K. W. Bent Secretary. 

Mathew Cooke, Chief Executive Hor- 
ticultural Officer of the State, was in- 
troduced and made a few remarks on 
the bug boom to the point. He said 
that he had visited a number of places 
in the eounty, and believed that some- 

thing should be done at once to get the 
upper hand of California’s curse. The 
Board of Supervisors made a terrible 
mistake in not taking up the matter and 


doing what they should have done a 
earago. Yes, gentlemen, they should 
ave appointed an investigating com- 

mittee a year ago and saved the fruit 

es of this county hundreds of dol- 

ars. He referred to Santa Clara coun- 
ty and showed by illustration that the 
fruit growers of that county had been 
benefited to the extent of 


THOUSANDS OF DOLLARS 


By taking the matter in hand and using 
ley, whale oil * and sulphur on their 
trees. George W. Rutherford of that 
county purchased an orchard for thirty 
thousand dollars about a year ago. 
Shortly after he found that the trees 
were covered with the red scale-bug. 
He tried everything but was unable to 

get the upper hand of the little destroy- 
er. He offered his place for less than 
cost, but now, since he has used the ley, 
whale oil soap, ete., he wonld not take 
fifty thousand dollars for the place. He 
referred to the San Jose scale and warned 
the fruit-growers against having any- 
thing to do with slips or cuts from that 
place. He said that he visited all of 
the principal fruit districts last year 
and found that about one fourth of the 
fruit was unfit for the market, and that 
now was the time for the people of this 
county totake up this matter and rid 
their orchards of the insects while it 
was yet time to save hundreds of dol- 
lars, for the cost will double every year. 
It is difficult to get the proper kind of 
whale oil soap. It can had at 
but one or two places in San Francisco. 
He advised the appointment of a com- 
mittee to draw up u set of resolutions. 
The Chair appointed Hon P. M. Green, 
I. N. Cooper and Charles Coleman 


A COMMITTEE OF INVESTIGATION. 


The following committee was also ap- 

inted to investigate the orchards in 
their respective districts and report to 
the Board of Commissioners: A. B. 
Chapman of Santa Anita, Chairman; C. 
E. White of Pomona, A. B. Clark of 
Orange, B. M. Le Long of Los Angeles,

While the committee was out Alexan- 
der Craw read a very interesting treat- 
ise on insects. He said: a 

One thing he called the attention of 
the meeting to was the fact that washes 
strong enough for the black and smooth 
scales, lecanium, will have to be applied 
in a stronger solution for the almond 
scales, such asthe red, the San Jose; 
the convex and others of this family, 
aspidiotus, and stronger still for all the 
cottony scales, as for instance the much 
to be dreaded white, or as Mr. Cooke 
names it, the ‘‘cottony cushion scale, 

the cottony grape scale and mealy bugs. 
The three last named species of cocci- 
dae are very difficult to exterminate, 
owing to the eggs being deposited in a 
cottony matter excreted by the female 
that is almost impervious to liquid ap- 
plications. But even those will have to 
give in if we are only a little more per- 
sistent and apply the remedy soon after 
they hatch out, as then they are ina 
defenceless state and are easily de- 
stroyed. A knowledge of the above 
three divisions of scale insects will be 
of great value to the fruit grower, as he 
can then go to work intelligently for 
their extermination. 

One great mistake in trying remedies, 
and one that has led to wrong conclu- 
sions is, a man goes into an infested or- 
chard, he sprays a few trees with this 
or that wash that has been recommend- 
ed as sure death to the scale bug,or cuts 
all the: branches off and scours the trunk 
and larger limbs, but leaves the adjoin- 
ing trees with enough scales to pollute 
the State, and after a year or two he is 
surprised to find the tree infested again. 

He then gets the idea it is no use to 
light them. 

Keep on experimenting, but remem- 
ber you cannot 


KILL THEM BY. POURING POISON 


Down their throats, as the suctorial 
- duct by which the insect extracts its 
food (the sap) from the tree is directly 
under the scale, so whatever you try 
must kill by contact or inhalation 
through the spiracles. Any wash or 
fumigation that has a tendency to cause 
an evergreen to shed its foliage had 
better be left alone as it must have a 
debilitating effect upon the tree. While 
you are waiting the results of experi- 
ments,as it is not wise to come to a con- 
clusion too soon, as the after effect up- 
on the tree has to be taken into consid- 
eration. Center your energies about a 
barrel containing whale oil soap and 
Water in the proportion of one-half to 
one pound soap (according to the kind 
of scale you are fighting) to each gallon 
of water, a No. 1 Hooker force pump 
bolted to the head of the barrel, 25 to 
50 feet of good four-ply rubber hose, 
five to ten feet half-inch gas pipe with 
a San Jose tree sprayer attached. With 
such an outfit you are ready to contest 
who is to be master of the situation. 
Now commence at the windward side 
of your orchard and see that you satu- 
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rate the tree thoroughly by inserting 
the i pipe and wetting the underside 
of the opposite leaves as well as the 


outer surface of those in front of you. 
Pass around the tree, spraying 
it in this manner as you go, 


take tree by tree and row by row until 
* go through your entire orchard, and 

am satisfled there will be so few live 
scales left it would be a difficult matter 
for an entomologist to get a good speci- 
men for his cabinet. Now a few words 
about the duties and object of the Board. 
Every fruit grower will see it is to his 
advantage to aid and assist in the dis- 
charge of the duties. In the first place, 
do not go away with the idea that it 
means confiscation. Nothing is further 
from the truth. You will find that when 
a few dollars is expended now for the 
extermination of the more destructive 
insect pests it will prove a good invest- 
ment. This is a congenial climate for 
insect life. No cold winters like the 
Eastern States to destroy them by the 
million, so to keep the balance of power 
the growers must do their part towards 
the destruction of the bugs. None vf 
the serious insect pests are indigenous 
to California. They have been brought 
here trees and imported 
from all parts of the world. Californians 
are 


A PROGRESSIVE PEOPLE, 


And are determined to have and grow 
the best. So. in their importations of 
trees from other countries they 
have brought the pests also. He 
advises one receiving trees 
from other States or foreign coun- 
tries to thoroughly disinfect them im- 
mediately upon arrival, even if you 
cannot sce any insect, as they may be 
present in the egg or larva state,. and 
then it is possible to overlook them. 
He knows no better way than by im- 
mersing them, if deciduous trees or 
plants, in a solution of ley, one pound 
to two gallons of water; or for ever- 
greens, one pound whale oil soap to the 
gallon of water. In this way every part 
gets thoroughly disinfected. If you 
find any insect that is new to you puta 
few into a tight tin can and send to the 
commissioner of your district for deter- 
mination. He thought that all fruit- 
growers for their own benefit and that 
of the county at large; would do their 
part in stamping out the most injurious 
insects that have obtained a foothold 
in this county. 
The Committee reported the following 
resolution, which was adopted: 
Resolved, That the committee ap- 
pointed by this meeting to aid the 
Board of Horticultural Commissioners 
in the discharge of their official duties 
in the enforcement of the law for the 
extermination of insect pests, be re- 
quested to enter immediately upon the 
discharge of their duties, and that we 
pledge to them our earnest individual | 
support in the work. 

Second, That the thanks of this 
meeting be extended to Matthew Cooke, 
chief of the Horticultural office, for the 
reliable information imparted to the 
meeting. That there are remedies, 
which if properly carried out will do 
mach good, 

B. M. LeLong moved that a vote of 
thanks be tendered the Mayor and city 
Council for the use of the hall, which 
was adopted, 

The meeting then adjourned.

The laws 
of Spain and Mexico retained these in 
their sovereign ee and the State 
of California falls heir to this precious 
inheritance for the benefit of its citi- 
zens. It will be seen by an examina- 
tion of the eight hundred and odd grants 
made to citizens of this State by those 
governments that this right is expressly 
reserved to the nation as public servi- 
tudis. If, then, our Legislature assumes 
its proper jurisdictiou it will be no 
stretch of power to prescribe the mode 
and manner of the distribution of this 
important element and settle at once a 
subject that has given so much annoy- 
ance. 

The law of proprietary rights exist- 
ing in England was once the law of

artesian well can supply it. Wherever 
there is a natural depression on our 
lands, or a ravine, we should throw an 
embankment across it and construct 
our ponds. They will be our greatest 
wealth, food for ducks and geese. You 
can raise your own fish, and these 
ponds will be found better than any 
manure pile, with the grand advantage 
that its own gravity will distribute it 
on our fields without the aid of cart 
or shovel, only requiring intelligent 
direction to guide it in its mis- 
sion of good. Every owner of 
an artesian well has the power at 
hand to drive hydraulic rams; they 
are the cheapest motive power in 
existence and nearer perpetual motion 
than any contrivance yet invented. 
They are always in repair and can be 
used to raise the flow of your artesian 
wells to elevated tanks and reservoirs, 
which will enable the farmer to utilize 
his high or elevated slopés and supply 
the economy of his chambers, kitchen 
and barn yard. 

I have given this subject of irrigation 
much thought; Ihave had much experi- 
ence in the distribution of water; I have 
had friendly litigation as riparian pro- 
prietor, with my good friend ex-Governor 
Pico. Fourteen years ago he had a 
few straggling Sonorenos, cultivating 
perhaps in all 1,000 acres, and I could 
not obtain water below him to irrigate 
sixty acres; he declared there was not 
water enough for himself. There is 
now 12,000 acres in cultivation on what 
was then my farm, and with proper 
management we can irrigate to the sea 
with the same supply that then existed.

Our streams must 
be sheet piled to the bedrock at points 
where they emerge from the foothills, 
so as to bring their full flow to the sur- 
face, and then main ditches ramified 
from the dam in wood, cement pipe, or 
sheet iron or earthen pipes. The loss 
from evaporation and absorption is so 
great that our slovenly open ditch sys- 
tem will not serve our purposc. 

It is unnecessary to review the prac- 
tice of Egypt, Babylon and Syria to 
show what irrigation did for those coun- 
tries, nor to allude to the perpetual 
renovation of the valley of the Nile from 
natural and artificialirrigation. We have 
only to refer to the productiveness of 
comparative sand hills here in this 
county, that have produced the 
same crops for seventy years in suc- 
cession without the aid of manure, and 
owe this to the ever-restoring qualities 
of irrigation. We refer to —— 
Ireland and Scotland, that have a 
humid atmosphere and an average rain- 
fall of twenty-seven inches per annum,

All who have the 
good fortune to have artesian wells 
should have reservoirs; if not they are 
but little use, and are only a wilful 
waste of a gift of Providence, to be 
swallowed in the next squirrel hole, or 
a nuisance to impede transit or devital- 
ize some flat that would otherwise be 


productive. 

The Legislature should take bold 
ground on this subject, and compel 
well owners to put on taps or build 
reservoirs, to be called upon at the 
proper time to perform their part in 
adding to the general wealth of the 
State.
